and steel producers in the Russian Zone. Eirhs of these plants 
belonged formerly to the Flick Group. Data are supplied on former 
production capacity, dismantling, anc the netume of present 


production. 
2. Plants formerly belonging to the Plick Concern: 


Nitteldeutsche Stahlwerke Riesas: The vorks originally comprised 
an open=hearth steal plant, a‘bar iron rolling sili with Mittel- 
und Peinstrassen, a tube rolling mill, an extrusion tube press 
(Strangrohrpresse), plus a tank (BehHiter) and pipe line 
constructio: plant. In 1943-194% crude st:e1 production 
amounted to 560,000 tons per year. The folloving installations 
have, Dowever, been dismantled: the steel wrks, the rolling 
mill, the tank and pipe line construction mact:inery, and half 
tie factory buildings. The remainder of the buildinrs and 

part of the out-moded machine tools remain ‘ntact.

By virtue of Reconstruction Order To. 307. some of the plant 
installations were rebuilt. Theres are at -resent two small 
open-hearth furnaces in operation producint cast stecl ari 
ingots whic: are supplied to other rolling mills. In auiition, 
the factory has reacquired a tank (RehHdlter)}) construction 
pisnt which delivers to Krupp-Gruson, Mardeburg, in connection 
with Reparations Order No. 53, concerning the production of cemext 
michinery for Russia. At present crude steel producticn evounts 
to 12,000 tons per annum at this factory, FEowever, in order 
that production may be increased to approxiniately 250,000 

tons per year, reconstruction of the steel works and rolling 
milis has been ordered. The factory is state-owned. 
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bh. Mitteldeutsche Stahlwerkse Gréditsz-Riesa: Tiese works formerly 
ineluded an open-hearth steel plant, Forgtag press wrks, e 
woLling miit, plus & Steel Llounary ara ltting ractarv, 
During the war the plant produced gun barrels, projectiles, 
LouGoviotives, and wagon wheel sets. In 1945-1944 crude steel 
production totaled 140,000 tons oer year. The wo 
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bean completely dismantled and only a few factory buildings remain 
standing. Mo reconstruction order has beon issued. 


"itteldeutsche Stailwerke Lauchhammer: Before disnantling, this 
factory posséssed an electric steel works producing 7,000 tons per 
yeurs, a steel foundry with enaxelling works producing batt.tubs, 
and a foundry whicr specialized in art castings (Kunstgiesserei ). 
The works also included a large mactitne factory and steel- 
construction workshops specializing in the constriction of lignite 
mining equipnent. These works were the largest German producers 
of lignite mining equipment and operated in combination with a 
lipnite rine and power installations. 


The entire wrks have been dismantled; however, half of the ectual 
bulldings remain intact. Also disrantled were the 400 meter long 
conveying bridges (Fdrderbriicke) of the lignite mine and seventy- 
five per cent of the power installations and equipment. The wrks 
have resumed art casting production (monuments for the occupation 
army) ard have established a construction office for bridge repairs, 
specifically for the Oder Bridge in Frankfurt, the Plbe Bridge at 
“ittenberg,, ard the Rilgendamm Bridge. The resumption of lignite 
mining, with single excavation machines and the reconstruction of 
the machine factory for lignite mining equipment are now planned. 
The plant is a state-owned enterprise. 


S&chsische Cuastahlwerke D3nlen, Freital: This plant originally 
owned an opern-hearth steel works, an electric steel works, a rolling 
mill, arid a hammer mill. The normal production program usually 
concentréted on the production of high-quality steel. During: the 
war the works also produced amrunition, mainly armor-piercing 
Brenides. In tke years 1943-1944 crude steel production amounted 
.to 200,000 tons per year. ‘The entire works have teen dismantled 

and the buildinss scrapped. 


Mitteldeutscre Stahlwerke Brandenburg: The works formerly coriprised 
an oOpen-—hearth steel plant, an electric steel plant, a rolling mill 
and a steel foundry. DPuring the war the works produced tanks. In 
the years 1943-1944 crude steel production totaled 450,000 tons per 
year. The whol works, including the factory buildings, have been 
dismantled; the foundations were blasted out. 


Mitteldeutsct:e Stahlwerke Henni;sdorf : This factory ineluded an 
open-hearth steel works, an electric steel works, @ rolling mill, . 
and a steel foundry, In the years 1943-1944 crude steel production 
amounted to 150,000 tons per year. The entire plant was dismantled, 
but most of the buildings are intact. At present there is no crew, 
and no production. A plan has been made to reconstruct the works 

a8 an open-hearth steel works with a rolling mill and to resume its 
former a:nnual output of 150,000 tons. 


Nitteldeutsclie Stahlwerke Spandau: These works had an open-bearth 
steol plant, an electric steel plent, a steel foundry, and a 
*Feinstrasse”* Durin;: the war tke wrks cast grenades of electric 
steel. Tie installations have been dismantled by the. Russians d}wn 
to the buildings themselves. Scrapping of the buildings by tre 
Pritish is now planned. 
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3. Plants formerly independent or belonging to other concerns : 
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Maxinilianhitte Unterwellenborn: These wrks owned several iron o 
mines, a biest furnace works, Thomas -lLecl wrks, an Glectric xt el 
Works, and & rehiing mili. During the war, in addi tior. Lo peude . 
steel, tie works produced grenades in tt:e Thuringian press w rks 

In the years 1943-1944, crude steel production amounted te 220 000 
tons per year. The Thurinfian press works, along with the e uipment 
for the production of erenades.were dismantled; the rest of ee 
works renaii.s intact. Present production totals aheut 40,000 tons 
of pig iron per year and 100,000 tons o. Thomas crude steel. 
According to plan, crude steel production will be brought bask to 
its pre-war level of 200,000 tons per year. The works were 
transferred tic’ a Soviet AG for a certain tine bes

b. bBisenntittenwerxe Thaie: The works ovnyd a@&: open-hearth steel 
plait, an elecuric steel plant, e rol.ing mill, and a foundry 
with enanellinys works for tie producticn of bathtubs and 
household articles. In tne years 1943-1944. crude steel 
production ano.nted to 90,000 tons per year. These works were 
not dismantled and, at the present time, are producing light 
and heevy sheet metal from a crude steei output of approxi- 
aately 70,000 toms per year. The crude :teel protuction is 
Scheduled to be increused to 100,000 tons per year. After a 
period as a Soviet AG, the works were turned beck to fond 
Thuringia, thelr present ovnmer. 


ec. Krupp-Gruson Macgdeburp-Buckau: The works have & small open- 
hearth steel plarit, an electric steel works with hammer works, 


and nachine construction installations. In the years 1945-1944, 
erude steel production amounted to 16,000 tcis per year. The 
works are for the most part intact; present urude steel produc= 
tion totals approximately 12,000 tons per yetr. The factory, 
whieh is of secondary importance as an iron und steel producer, 
is at present a Soviet AG. 


d. Other riinor producers of crude steel: Neier & Velchelt, 
Telnpzis; Rudolf’ Sack, Leinzipy Krautiieim, Chenritz. These 
plants ave for the most part intact. Rneinmetail-Borsig, in 
Tecel is being dismantled at present. In the years 1945-1944, 
the: four works nentioned above produced toyvether approximately 
100,000 tons of crude steel per year. At present, the conbined 
production of tnese firms anounts to ubout 30,000 tons per year. 
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
